America and Japan. 

The serious situation between Japan cnd 
the United States has developed with 
startling suddenness. Last week the 
House cf Representatives at Washington 
passed an Immigration Bill which virtually 
excludes Japanese from entry into the 
United States. This Bill replaced the 
Root-Takahira Convention, which was 
known as the “ Gentlemen’s Agreement ”’ ; 
and before it was passed by the Lower 
House the Japanese Ambassador, Mr. 
Hanihara, presented a Note to Mr. 
Hughes, the American Secretary of State, 
reminding him of the “grave conse- 
quences ” which such a measure must have 
on American-Japanese relations. The tone 
of this Note irritated both Houses of 
Congress. The House of Representatives 
passed the Bill by 322 votes to 71, and 
when it came before the Senate only two 
members could be found to vote for an 
amendment which would have meant the 
ratification of the “Gentlemen's Agree- 
ment ” and the defeat of the objectionable 
clause in the Immigration Bill. Before 
the delivery of the Japanese Ambassador's 
Note it was expected -generally that, even 
if the Senate should pass the Bill, Presi- 
dent Coolidge would exercise his right of 
veto. Now, however, passions are running 
high. The Senate is much upon its dignity, 
and the President ig faced with an ugly 
problem. If he does not veto the Bill, 
he will run the risk of an open breach 
with Japan. If he vetoes the Bill, he will 
lose the support of the Western States at 
the Presidential election next November. 


The whole business is extremely unfor- 
tunate. The Washingi.n Naval Con- 
vention was an admirable achievement, 
and the difficulty concerning Shantung was 
solved most satisfactorily. The remark- 
able generosity of the American people 
after the Japanese earthquake made a deep 
impression in Japan. In fact, everything 
was beginning to indicate a permanent im- 
provement in the relations between the 
two countri¢és when the Hanihara Note 
came as a slap in the face to Congress, 
All the good work of the past four years 
seems now to have been undone. Feeling 
in Japan is extremely bitter, and the new 
Bill is interpreted everywhere as a wanton 
affront to a great nation’s pride. In the 
United States the utmost indignation is 
expressed at the tone of Mr. Hanihara's 
sharp Note. All the racial prejudice of 
the Pacific coast has been stirred up, and 
Mr. William Randolph Hearst has sent a 
personal letter to all his own newspapers 
protesting against the introduction of 
“contaminating Oriental morals’’ into 
the ‘United States. Of such stuff wars 
are made, The present situation has all 
the elements of a first-class diplomatic 
crisis. The Japanese are talking already 
about the withdrawal of their Ambassador 
from Washington. The Tokio Press is full 
of dark suggestions, and throughout the 
length and breadth of Japan a highly 
sensitive race is smarting under what it 
considers to be a humiliating injustice. 
At any moment another spark may set the 
tinder of war ablaze. 

The distance between Japan and the 
United States is so great that the difi- 
culties of a naval campaign would be 
enormous, and, therefore, it is unlikely 
that the present crisis will lead to any- 
thing in the nature of an orthodox war. 
Neither America nor Japan has a naval 
base near the other’s territory, and an 
attack by either would be almost impos- 
sible. The Japanese, however, are a wily 
race. In the event of an open breach 
with the United States they would be far 
too clever to risk a naval engagement in 
the Pacific, and probably would confine 
their attention to two things. In the first 
place, they would seize the Philippine 
Islands, and then they would proceed to 
attack American interests in China. Japan 
must. have some outlet for her surplus 
population. America has sealed the 
Pacific coast against her; the British 
Navy guards Australia; China remains. 
America has huge interests in China. Her 
trade with Chinese ports is second only 
to that of Britain, and during recent years 
-she -has been doing her best to elbow 


‘markets. By an attack on China, there- 
fore, Japan could kill two birds with one 
stone. She could gain some valuable terri- 
tory for herself and deliver a heavy blow

Irish Tourist Traffic. 

At last a real attempt is being made 
tv revive and extend the tourist traffic in 
Ireland. Hitherto the movement has lacked 
the co-ordination and central impulse 
which are necessary if this country is to 
compete with Wales, Switzerland and the 
Isle of Man. Nothing can be hoped from 
merely local and spasmodic effort. Co- 
ordination ‘: the keynote of a appeal 
which the Tourist Organisation Society of 
Ireland is addressing to municipal bodies 
throughout t’- Free State. The Society 
cites the example of other countries— 
‘notably North Wales, where twenty-one 
separate communities combine under one 
board for purposes of tourist development. 
The Health Resorts and Watering Places 
(Ireland) Act, of 1909, authorises corpora- 
tions and councils to strike a mazimum 
rate of one penny in the pound for the 
attraction of tourists to their districts ; 
but the small sums which individual 
districts were able to raise in this fashion 
secured no effective publicity. The Society 
urges now that all such bodies shall strike 
a penny rate and that all the rates shall 
be pooled for the purpose of co-operative 
advertisement. Policy and expenditure 
would be in the hands of a central 
board—the Society itself, which is a 
purely voluntary body, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the railway, steampacket, 
hotel and tourist industries. To these, if 
the scheme is developed, the Society will 
add members of the contributing councils, 
and the Government will be asked to audit 
the board’s expenditure of public money. 
We are confident that the Government will 
be glad to help an enterprise that promises 
not only to increase our country’s wealth, 
but to bring it into closer association with 
the people of other lands. The Society 
hopes also that the Tourist Development 
Association of Northern Ireland will come 
into line with its proposals, and that, by 
means of certain amendments in both Par- 
liaments, the Health Resorts Act may be 
made virtually an Ali-Ireland measure. 
We commend the scheme heartily to all 
publie bodies in the Free State; for we 
are quite sure that its urchecked operation 
would give an enormous impetus to the 
tourist traffic, and within a few years 
would repay the councils a hundredfold 
for their initial expenditure. We say 
‘unchecked operation ' because, unfortu- 
nately, the project synchronises with a 
grave menace which, as it seems, the 
Society has not begun to appreciate. The 
Government 's new Railways Bill threatens 
something very like disaster to the Free 
State’s tourist traffic. In the first place, 
by its policy of watertight compartments, 
it puts formidable difficulties in the way of 
the desired co-operation with the tourist 
machinery of Northern Ireland. In the 
next place, it throws the whole system of 
Northern railways into the arms of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Company, 
which controls, almost absolutely, the 
tourist traffic of at least three-quarters 
of this country. If the Bill becomes law 
in its present form, that company, with 
its vast resources, will have every incentive 
to develop the tourist resorts of the Six 
Counties at the expense of the Free State. 
We invite the Tourist Organisation Society 
to declare its views on this imminent 


danger. 


Housing Schemes. 


Ons of the last quostions which the 
House.of Commons considered before it 
rose for the Easter holiday was the vexed 
problem of housing. Mr, Wheatley, the 
Minister for Health, spoke of the necessity 
for a broader and more comprehensive 
policy than that which was adopted in 
the Housing Act of 1923. His aim is to 
build houses that can be let at such rents 
as workers will be able to pay. Aelarge 
proportion of the houses already built or 
projected is for sale only, and thus the 
problem of housing the workers has not 
yet been tackled in a way that gives any 
material relief to this class. The number 
of houses completed under the last scheme 
is 8,140. Thirty thousand are in process 
of construction, and contracts have been 
made and certificates issued in respect of 
37,846 others. The Government is seeking 
the assistance of builders and manu- 
facturers of building materials, and the 
local authorities have been asked to 
investigate the financial aspect of the 
problem. Mr. Wheatley hopes to be able 
t» complete the necessary negotiations soon 
after Easter. If the Labour Government 
can show useful progress in this direction, 
its case will be strengthened immensely 
when the inevitable appeal to the elec. 
torate is made. In the meanwhile there 
is a serious threat of a strike in the 
building trade, which would more than 
counteract the good intentions of the 
Government. Negotiations have failed and 
the question of a strike will be referred 
to a ballot of members: of ne builders’ 
union. The fact that a decision was reached 
yesterday to report the possibility of a 
crisis to the Trades Union Congress is 
ominous. Apart from labour disputes, the 
housing problem is complicated by the 
high cost of materials. Prices virtually 
have been doubled since the war. The 
cost of bricks, indeed, has fallen slightly 
during the last twelve months, but timber 
and lead are more expensive than they 
were & year ago. | |

REDUCTION OF ARMAMENTS. 
From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WEHSUMINSTER, Wednesday. 
The House of Commons rose this afternoon 
for the Easter holidays after a six-hour debate 
dealing mostly with the housing problem. It 
followed upon a statement by Mr. Wheatley, 
at the close of questions, giving an outline of 
the Government's ls, which it is in- 
tended to embody in a bill to be introduced 
after Easter. E : A 
When the Speaker took the chair at 11 
o’clock there was a very sparce attendance 
of members, especially on the Conservative 
side of the House, and many of the 118 
question on the Order Paper were passed 
over, owing to the absence of those who had 

given notice of their desire for information. 


Mr. Wheatley’s proposals, in brief, include 
a long-term building programme and the pro- 
visions of houses for letting at rents within 
the capacity of the worker. Summarising the 
results of the scheme authorised by the 
Housing Act of 1923, up to April Ist, he 
stated that 8,140 houses had been completed, 
30,405 houses were under ‘construction, and 
contracts had been made and certificates 
issued in respect of 57,846 more. 

In view of the fact that a great proportion 
of these properties had been built for sale, 
he did not regard the progress made as afford- 
ing any solution of the housing problem, and 
the Government had come to the conclusion 
that a broader and more comprehensive policy 
was necessary. With this end in. view, the 
Government had invited the assistance of 
builders and manufacturers of building 
materials, and the result had been a report 
which would greatly assist them in framing 
an industrial policy. Local authorities, to 
whom the policy had been explained, were to 
go into the necessary financial arrangements, 
and it was hoped to complete negotiations 
soon after Easter. 

The Scottish members were naturally more 
concerned with the Scottish aspect of the 
housing question, and some of Sir John 
Gilmore’s references to Glasgow were warmly 
resented by Mr. David Kirkwood, who re- 
garded the hon. Baronet as an enemy of Fis 
people. When, said he, the hon. Baronet 
and other gentlemen’ who fill the opposite 
front bench have the brass face to stand up 
and speak in the manner they do about the 
working folk of this country it is enough to 
make us rise and go over there and put 
physical violence upon them. 

Fortunately, for the peace and order of the 
House, the hon. member _ refrained from 
carrying his threat into effect, and the debate 
proceeded on peaceful lines. 

Sir Kingsley Wood was far from optimistic 
as to the future prospects of the housing 
question and was by no means satisfied with 
the Minister’s statement. 

Subsequently General Seely raised: the 
question of air armaments and pressed the 
Prime Minister for an assurance that he would 
do his best to stop this mad race, which 
threatened a dire catastrophe to civilisation. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald considered that some 
of the more pressing difficulties with which 
Europe was faced would have to be cleared 
away before it was possible to go into the 
question of armaments. He said, however, 
that he should be glad at the earliest moment 
to make proposals if he considered that there 
was the least chance of their receiving a. 
welcome. The great problem of disarmament, 
he added, was not good-will, but security. 
and security was mainly a psychological 
problem.

The work, for a composer of 76 years of 
age, is of extraordinary youthfulness and 
vivacity. There are many happy touches of 
descriptive orchestration, and his melodic 
inspiration has not failed him. 

The plot is simple, and there are only four 
characters—Tim, a tinker; Dan, a poacher; 
a Wood Nymph, and a River Nymph. 

The action takes place on midsummer eve, 
and the two nymphs try their seductive wiles 
on the two men, who for a time forget their 
wife and sweetheart, respectively. During 
the night they witness the revels of sprites, 
toads, and goblins. At cock-crow the ghosts 
disappear, and the two men awake to find 
themselves in most uncomfortable positions. 

The libretto, by Elanor Farjeon, is business- 
like and effective. The cast was excellently 
chosen. It consisted of Mr. Walter Hyde, 
as the Poacher, Mr. William Michael, as the 
Tinker, and Miss Doris Lemon and Miss 
Muriel Brunskill as the two Nymphs.

The bright sunshine had 
something to do with the holiday spirit, 
but the books of vouchers for free travel 
had more. The sum saved to several 
members is very considerable, and in more 
than one casé a member of the House has 
given up his lodgings in London, intending 
to go home at every week-end and to spend 
the intervening days at his club or an 
hotel. The book of wouchers bears on its 
face the description :—‘ Government rail- 
way passenger warrant,’’ and a statement 
that it must be presented at the station of 
departure when a first-class ticket will be 
given in exchange. The ticket in every 
case must be issued by the most direcf 
and cheapest route. 


Liberal Misgivings. 


Some weeks ago I referred to the pro 
vailing feeling of dissatisfaction among the 
members of the Liberal Party, and it can 
no longer be concealed that a critical 
position has arisen. Mr. Asquith’s Socialist 
chickens are coming home to roost, and 
they are most unwelcome. The Liberal 
Party is constantly finding itself in a 
humiliating position in the House of Com- 
mons, and this its members 
resent. While availing themselves of the 
support given to them by the Liberals, the 
Socialists treat the members of the party 
as a whole, and in some cases individu- 
ally, with undisguised contempt. The 
Liberals are also receiving intimation from 
the constituencies that the Socialists are 
waging an active war against them every- 
where, and this makes many members with 
narrow majorities very uncomfortable, 


Mr. Lloyd George. 


Mr. Lloyd George promises to become a 
very interesting character again on the 
political stage, but not until he has made 
up his mind on the political situation. As 
a matter of expediency he is really waiting 
to see which way the wind will blow, and, 
should it blow in his direction, it is quite 
within the bounds of possibility that he 
may once again be the head of a party in 
the House. At present he is greatly dis- 
satisfied with his position. No longer treated 
as a leader, and without a private room of 
his own, he is not comfortable in the 
House. He strongly resents the gibee 
flung at him from the-‘Socislist benches, 
and at the meeting of the-Liberal Party 
yesterday he remarked apropos of these: 
“They had begun with Labour contempt 
for the Liberal Party as a whole. Now, 
apparently, they had started to insu? 
leaders individually.’’ 


Conservative Candidates. 


The Association of Conservative Clubs, 
at its forthcoming district conferences, in- 
tends to raise vigorously the question of 
securing more Conservative working-men 
candidates for the next general election. 
In all directions Socialists are serving on 
local bodies, appointed magistrates, and 
returned to Parliament in large numbers, 
while Conservative workmen are neglected. 
It is now fully recognised that this con- 
dition of affairs must be changed; the 
Conservative must be encouraged to take 
up municipal work, to get placed on the 
Commission of the Peace, and to enter the 
House of Commons. Conservative leaders 
agree without reserve that, if it were not 
for the votes of these Conservative men and 
women, scarcely a Conservative member 
would sit in the House of Commons. Yet 
these voters still lack the recognition to 
which they are entitled. It is understood 
that Mr. Baldwin is taking a deep interest 
in this question. 


The McKenna Duties. 


The Liberals are anxious to see the end 
of the McKenna duties and rather incline 
to the view that the Labour Party is with 
them in this matter. They are likely to 
be disappointed ; for the Government will 
probably have to retain the duties, because 
many workers who realise that they would 
lose their employment if they are dropped 
are beginning to demand that they shall 
be renewed. The Government knows that 
by dropping the duties it would certainly 
add to the number of the unemployed, and 
would rather be accused of protectionist 
ideas than place some thousands of men 
out of work. This will be only natural ; 
for the Government, if it remains in office, 
certainly will be subjected to growing 
pressure from the trade unions in favour 
of protection for the working man. The 
leaders of the unions are beginning to 
realise that they must secure all the work 
they can for their members, and that the 
latter must not be penalised by the intro- 
duction of foreign goods made by workers 
receiving less than half the wages of the 
workers here. 


Japan and America. 


Now that international affairs in Europe 
appear to be entering upon a path which 
may lead to brighter results, it is much to 
be regretted that difficulties have amsen 
between the United States and Japan. 
What is known as “The Gentlemens 
Agreement,” by which it was mutually 
agreed that the number of Japanese imnt- 
grants into America should be limited was 
never popular in the States most d-rectly 
affected. The demand for exclusion of the 
Japanese has been increasing in strength, 
and the discussion of the pending immu- 
gration legislation applicable to all 
countries brought the matter into 
prominence. There appears to be as much 
resentment in Japan at the action of the 
Senate, which virtually brings the agree- 
ment to an end, as in America at the terms 
of the communication from the Japanese 
Ambassador. 


War Widows. 


War widows to-day are one hundred 
thousand fewer in number than they were 
at the Armistice. During the past six 
years some have died, but over eighty- 
seven thousand have re-married, and this 
number is being increased every week. The 
greater number of weddings took place in 
the. two or three years following the 
Armistice, when quite an extraordinary 
number of young women managed to secure 
a second husband. The pensions of these 
widows ceased on their re-marriage, but 
a. wedding dot of thirty-five pounds was 
provided by the State, and this is thought 
to have been a great inducement to the 
girls to start a new home. There are still 
about one hundred and sixty thousand 
war widows on the books of the Pensions 
Ministry. 

Free State Trade, 


A series of lectures is to be given at the 
City of London College on British Empire 
trade. On Monday, April 28th, the 
subject will be the Irish Free State and 
its general commercial prospects, This 
lecture will be given by Mr. ‘BE. J. Riordan, 
Director of Commerce and Technical De- 
partment in the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce, Dublin, who is coming over 
to London specially at the request of the 
Minister of that department. 


Parliamentary Golf. 


The opening rounds of the Parliamen- 
tary Golf Handicap will be played on 
the two courses at Walton Heath on 
Saturday, May 10th.

. Details of the estimates of expenditure on 
the public services in the Free State for the 
financial year ending March 31st, 1925, were 
issued yesterday. The total figures were pub- 
lished in the Jrish Times on the lst inst. 
Altogether, a sum of £31,873,791 will be re- 


quired—a decrease of £13,877,026 on the esti- 
mates for last year. The following are some 
of the most interesting facts that the detailed 
statements reveal :— 

The “cuts’’ in the salaries of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police and the Civic Guards 
have failed to effect a reduction in the vote 
for the public services, The estimate for the 
Civic Guard shows an increase of £9,960 over 
last year, and the estimate for the D.M.P. an 
increase of £16,446. 

The saving of £7,302,365 in the estimate for 
the Army, of course is accounted for mainly 
by such things as the reduction in pay roll, in 
marriage and dependents’ allowances, etc., 
consequent upon the recent demobilisation of 
officers and men. It is interesting to note, on 
the other hand, that the office of the Minister 
of Defence (Army Defence Office, etc.) will 
this year cost £52,000, which represents an 
increase of £20,000 on last year’s estimate. 

The cost of the Army School of Music will 
be £2,032. The salary of the Colonel 
Director of the School is given as £600.

Another schedule gives details of the pay 
of legal officers in the Army. These are four- 
teen in number. The first is the Judge- 
Advocate-General, with a salary of £1,200 a 
vear. There are two Deputy Judge-Advocates- 
General at £900 a year each, five ‘“‘Jegal 
officers’? at £2 2s. a day, and six assistant 
** legal officers ” at £1 1s. a day. 

The provision of £13,475 is made for the 
payment of chaplains and expenditure on 
church equipment. Altogether there are six- 
teen chaplains. There is one with the rank 
of major whose salary is £600 a year. 
Fifteen rank as captains, with a salary in 
every case of £400. In addition there are 
seventy-five Officiating clergymen, in whose 
case the salary is given as £60. 

The details of the expenditure on the ad- 
ministration of the Ministry of Defence show 
that the numerical strength of the depart- 
mental staff is 197. The salaty of the private 
secretary to the Minister is give, as £600 
and the salary of the secretary to the Minister 
£700. The salary of the Army Finance 
Officer is £705. The salaries of seven higher 
executive officers total £2,965, and those of 
fourteen junior executives amount to £3,487. 
The largest individual item in the table is the 
sum of £20,528, representing the combined 


salaries of 128 temporary clerks.

THREAT OF A STRIKE IN 


VIENNA.

VIENNA, Wednesday. 

Austrian teachers and professors of danc- 
ing and ballet dancers threaten to strike 
unless Dr. Zimmerman, the League of 
Nations Commissioner, allows a grant of 
salary increases. Dancing professors: in the 
Viennese classical school of high standing 
are receiving an average salary of five pounds 
monthly, which rises to ten pounds monthly 
after thirty years’ service. The “star” 
ballet dancers of the Vienna Opera House 
earn aboat fifteen pounds a month, which 
is about equal to what the English chorus 
girls earn weekly. The dancers complain 
that they must spend at least a fifth of 
their salaries for paint and powder, which 
are very expensive in Austria. 

Chancellor Seipel has informed a deputa- 
tion from the "geit and theatres that it is 
impossible to raise salaries without destroy- 
ing the balance of the national Budget. 
Seventy thousand Government employés have 
been dropped from the pay rolls under the 
re-organisation of the League of Nations, but 
more than two hundred thousand still re- 
main. The chiefs of all political parties are 
urging members of Parliament to use their 
ne jan with Dr. Zimmerman to obtain the 
desired salary increases in order to avert a

A sum of £875, representing the weekly 
pensions of a number of ex-British soldiers, 
was stolen by two armed men yesterday 
morning from the branch post office in 
James s street, Dublin.

At 8.5 o'clock the door of the sorting 
department was kicked open and a gruff voice 
said, ** Hands up!” There were eight men

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two young men, one of them having a white 
mask over his nose and mouth, and each 
holding a couple of revolvers. .

He made a thorough search, but, finding no 
more money, rejoined his companion and 
walked out of the building. 

The robbers were out of sight before a 
search could be made. They had got away 
sree & and three detectives who were in 
James's street soon after the robbery searched 
the district for them in vain. Later, a post- 
man’s bicycle was missed from the Janeway 
outside the sorting-room, and it is assumed 
that the robbers escaped on the bicycle, one 
of them, presumably, being carried on the 
back step. 

There is little doubt that the robbers were 
thoroughly conversant with the routine work 
of the post office. They raided the building 
immediately after the departire of the van 
which. brought the money, at a time when 
there was only a small staff at work, and 
nearly an hour before the post office itself was 
opened. If they had appeared twenty minutes 
later they would have found forty-five men in 
the sorting-room; if they had waited until 
9 o’clock their task would have been virtually 
impossible.

Sir James Craig to-night performed his first 
public ceremony since he returned to Belfast, 
when he declared open the new premises in 
York street of the Ulster Unionist Labour 
Association.

The following letter was read from Lord 
Carson, President of the Association :— 

“I am delighted to hear that another of 
our Labour Clubs is ready for opening. It is 
a great disappointment to me that 1 will be 
unable to attend at the baptism, but I need 
hardly say I will be with you in spirit, and 
in an earnest desire that it may prove a happy 
meeting place for those members of our As- 
sociation who are in the district. I hope the 
members will also make use of it for dis- 
cussing gravely and seriously the many difli- 
cult questions which confront us, in an earnest 
endeavour to promote the progress and ad- 
vancement of Labour.

GREAT PRESSURE. 

Sir James Craig, who had a cordial recep- 
tion, said that he was deeply grateful to them 
for giving him a right Ulster welcome. It 
was Only fair to tell them, in case any outside 
bodies or persons should say to the contrary, 
that he never felt better in his life. (Ap- 
plause.) It was quite true that he got run 
down—perhaps by over-anxiety. He need not 
have been so anxious, perhaps. As they were 
aware, great pressure was being brought to 
bear upon him, and other members of their 
Government, to give way on the question of 
the boundary. (A Voice—‘‘ Never.’’) Well, 
he felt that he required all the strength that 
a man should have to enter another confer- 
ence of that kind, and he also felt that his 
brain should be of the very soundest. Conse- 
quently he took, with the advice of his doc- 
tors, a rest, which enabled him to go into the 
fray as fresh, determined, and as solid as he 
ever was. (Applause.) 

It was a great relief to him to come face to 
face with the working men and women of their 
great city and capital. Wherever he was, and 
whatever he endeavoured fo do, it was with 
the idea of promoting the welfare of the 
greatest number of people in Northern Ire- 
land. So long as he had the honour to oc- 
cupy the position which he held, they might 
rest assured that everything that could be 
done would be done, with the assistance of the 
Minister of Labour, who was most sym- 
pathetic in such matters, to alleviate the lot 
of those who carried the heat and burden of 
the day. The working classes had nothing to

GERMAN NOTE PRESENTED. 


WILLINGNESS TO COLLABORATE. 


The Paris Correspondent of TJ'he “Times 
telgraphed last night :—The German Govern- 
ment to-day handed to the Reparation Com- 
mission the following reply to the Commis- 
sion’s Note of 4eril 11:— 

“The German Government has the honour 
to acknowledge the receipt of the Note of the 
Reparation Commission «ated April 11, 1924, 
concerning the Experts’ reports. 

“ The German Government considers, ‘tov, 
that the reports offer a practical basis for the 
rapid solution of the reparations problem. 
Therefore, it declares its willingness to col- 
laborate in the execution of the Experts’ 
plans.” 

The German reply is signed by Dr. Ruppel, 
President, of the Kriegslasten-Kommission. 

M. Poincaré’s speech at Luna Park last 
night is not received to-day with any particu- 
lar enthusiasm, even by his most ardent sup- 
porters in the Press. Those who expected 
from him an electoral programme are frankly 
disappointed. They got instead a repetition 
of his familiar defence of his Ruhr policy, an 
essay on the much-needed reform of Parlia- 
mentary procedure, which contained nothing 
new, and a list in the most general terms of 
the most important subjects which will con- 
front the next Chamber; but his views on 
intefnal politics are only to be read between 
the lines. Perhaps in subsequent speeches 
M. Poincaré will grapple more closely with 
home problems.

EARLIEST KNOWN . WRITING 


IMPLEMENTS. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

Professor S. H. Langdon, head of the Ox- 
ford University Archeological Mission, to- 
day read a lecture before the Academy of In- 
scriptions and Belles Lettres, upon the 
excavations which he has carried out at Kish, 
the most ancient capital of Mesopotamia. 
Mr. Langdon said that he had brought to 
light the ruins of a palace dating back as far 
as 5,000 years before the Christian era. This 
palace covered an area of ten acres. In the 
throne room were found sculptures depicting 
scenes of rustic life. 
Mr. Langdon excavated the library at Kish, 
containing twenty rooms, full of written in- 
scriptions, upon no fewer than 4,000 tablets. 
The discoverers also found the styluses with 


which the tablets were written, and these may, 


therefore, be regarded as the earliest writing 
implements of man known to history.—

GERMANY WILLING TO 
COLLABORATE,

Dr. Meyer, of the German War Charges

ledging receipt of the Note states, simply— 
‘The German Government considers that the 
reports offer a practical basis for the rapid 
solution of the reparations problem. It, 
therefore, declares its willingness to colla- 
borate in the execution of the experts’ plan.” 

M: Poincaré’s speech last night has not won 
for him a good Press to-day; but criticism is 
directed almost wholly against his failure to 
vive a lead and encouragement on the eve of 
the elections to the party which has sup- 
ported him for more than two years. Only a 
few Liberal writers deplore the intransigeant 
note in his references to Germany and the 
Experts’ Report, and see in it a continued 
intention to chaffer and bargain. ba 

His speech proves what had been antici- 
pated--that in the impending discussions with 

" Great Britain, France means to raise both 
the question of Allied debts and her security 
on the eastern frontier. 

“In omitting to disenss the total of the 
German debt,” said M. Poincaré, “ the ex- 
perts make it possible for us to join the 
fate of part of the sum due to us with the 
settlement of international debts. It is evi- 
dent that we are on the eve of a period of 
hard bargaining, in which the sacrifices de- 
manded will not all be on the French side.”

debt of £9.460,000. 
” The indebtedness to public departments has 
beeu reduced by 65,650,000, while ‘Treasury 
bills outstanding are £3,810,000 lower. 
Ordinary revenue amoanted to £18,550,406, 
as against £27,0135,539 for the preceding 
period. The yield from income tax declin 
£6,458,000 to £8,655,000, while super tax 
brought in £2,030,000, against £2,800,000.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Your leading article about Byron and 
his time and “the rapid writing and art-. 
forgetting art” of the great writers of that 
day is welcome in these days of belittling the 

ay wrote with such ease and speed 

they had leisure to amuse themselves as 
if there ‘were nothing else to claim their 
thoughts. Scott says, in his Journal, of 
Byron :— i . i Hi; 
“These two peculiarities of extreme 
suspicion and love of mischief are both shades 
of the malady which certainly tinctured some 
part of the character of this mighty genius; 
and without some tendency towards which 
nius—I mean that kind which depends on 
the imaginative power—perhaps cannot exist 
to great extent. The wheel¢ of a machine, to 
play rapidly, must not fit- with the utmost 
exactness; else the attrition diminishes the 
impetus. Another of Byton’s peculiarities 
was the love of mystifying. . . ie loved to 
be thought awful, mysterious,: and gloomy, 
and sometimes hinted at strange causes. I 
believe the whole to have been the creation 
and sport of a wild and powerful fancy. . . 
What I liked about Byron; besides his bound- 
less: genius, was his generosity of spirit as 
well as.puree, and his utter contempt of all 
the affectations of literature, from the school- 
magisterial style to the lackadaisical.’’ 
Scott says of his last. meeting with Byron 
in 1815:—-‘‘ Poor Byron lunched, or rather 
made an eaply dinner, with us at Long s, and 
a most brilliant day we had of it. I never 
saw Byron so full of fun, ES. wit, and 
whim: he was as playful as a;kitten.”” He 

Adam as speaking most 

highly of Byron in Greece—'' - soundness 
bf his views, the respect in which he was held, 
his just ideas of the Grecian cause and 
éharacter, and the practical. and rational 
wishes which he formed for them.” Mr, 
Finlay,, author of ‘‘ Greece Under Foreign 
Domination,'. who had fought with Byron 
and after him through the War of Independ- 
ence, and then settled at Athens for the rest 
of his life and was for many years 7'he Times 
Correspondent there, gid that Byron was a 
most singular combination of romance and 
astuteness. Among the insurgents were some 
who had a sharp eye to their own financial 
and political schemes, but Byron saw through. 
these men with astounding quickness, and 
never allowed them to guide or get the better 
L Leigh Hunt says 
in his Autobiography that there was a great 
deal of tenderness in Byron's nature. He 
was a great Boswellian. Scott believed that 
a crisis of life was reached in which a new 
career of fame was opened to Byron, and 
that, had he been permitted to start upon it, 
he would. have obliterated the memory of 
such parts of his life as friends would wish

Siz,—I have neticed in to-day’s issue a 
letter from Galway University giving particu- 
lars of a consignment of instruments from 
Cambridge which has taken a few days to be 
transported by rail from Cambridge to Dublin. 
On the 2nd April I ordered by wire a small 
parcel of motor fittings from Birmingham, 
to be forwarded urgently. by parcel post. 
These were déspatched on the same day by 
the manufacturers, and presumably arrived 
in Dublin on the morning of the árd April. 
On the 10th I was informed by the Foreign 
and Colonial Parcel “Post Dépét that the 
goods were held in Dublin for Form 120 and 
the manufacturers’ invoices. In the mean- 
time I had succeeded in unearthing the goods 
at the office in question and having them 
cleared through Customs. Notwithstanding, 
this parcel has taken five days after release 
to be carried thirty miles by post, or in all 
fourteen. days from Birmingham to County 
Kildare.

CUNARD CHAIRMAN AND 
STRIKES. 


“If these tactics are persisted in it will be 
the end of collective bargaining,’’ declared 
Sr Thomas Royden at a meeting of the 
Cunard Steamship Company, at Liverpool 
yesterday, referring to the unauthorised 
strike at Southampton which had caused the 
Mauretania to be sent to Cherbourg for com- 
pletion of repairs. It was not improbable 
that the development of the political side of 
trades unionism had to some extent reduced 
its influence over its members, and amalga- 
mations of various unions into a few very 
large bodies had weakened the sense of unity 
and loyalty in individual members. When 
Parliament put trades unions above the law 
the effect, from the point of view of the 
community, was not wholly beneficial to 
trades unions themselves. Financial immunity 
from the consequences of their action had 
resulted in a sense of irresponsibility which 
had communicated itself to individual mem- 
bers. As showing the disastrous effect of 
these strikes, he mentioned that recently at 
the Port of Rotterdam out of 52 vessels 
“gi or waiting repair -no less than 
48 were British ships.

Justice Rowlett Sonatas the stay of 
ight presen company making a 
‘igi against the British Government. During 
the war the Board of Trade entered into 
agreements with the suppliants whereby the 
former undertoox to bear the cost of replacing 
certain rails and sleepers which were to be 
removed from a railway line belonging to the 
suppliants, and which were used elsewhere in 
Southern Ireland to provide traffic accommoda- 
tion required in connection with collieries 
worked under war-time conditions. When the 
removal was effected the Board of Trade 
allowed the suppliants the value of the 
material, and their present claim was for a 
declaration of their right to be paid by the 
British Government the cost of relaying the 
lines. Mr, Justice Rowlatt held that the 
liability in question had been transferred to 
the Irish Free State Government, and the 
suppliants appealed, cofftending that it still 
rested with the British Government. 

THB JUDGMENT. 

' Lord Justice Bankes, in giving judgment, 
said that the suppliants sought by their 
petition of right a declaration of their rights 
as against either the Board of Trade or the 
Ministry of Transport. The answer of the 
Crown was that, whatever rights the sup- 
Eas might have had against either oí these 
rovernment attments, those rights and 
consequent liabilities had been transferred by 
virtue of the Irish Free State Agreement Act, 
1922; the Provisional Government Transfer 
of Functions Order, 1922; the Irish Free State 
Constitution Act, 1922; the Irish Free State 
Consequential Provisions Act, 1922, and the 
ey ogee of Enactments Act, 1922, passed 
by. the Irish Legislature, and were now only 
euforceable against the Minister of Economic 
Affairs of the Irish Free State, the liability, 
if any, having ceased to be chargeable upon 
Imperial revenue. Whether this answer was 
well founded depended on these Statutes and 
Orders, and it involved a critical examination 
of them. 

The first question was whether or not in the 
Statutes and Orders in Council the expressions 
“contract ' and “agreement ’’ by a Govern- 
ment department had not throughout been 
used in an incorrect sense as meaning an 
agreement or a contract entered into by a 
my rr on behalf of the Crown, and 
“hability” of a department as meaning an 
obligation which might, or might not, be 
recognised by the Crown, but which, in any 
event, was only enforceable by petition of 
right. It appeared to him impossible to read 
the Orders without coming to the conclusion 
that the expressions “contract” and 
“ liability’? were intended to include an 
agreement such as the one made by the 
officials of the Board of Trade and the sup- 
pliants and the kind of liability which such 
an agreement involved. It was impossible to 
read the expressions as confined to what would 
be accurately described as agreements made 
by a Government department. The argument 
for the Crown, in substance, was that so far 
as the Acts of Parliament and the Orders in 
Council setting up the Irish Free State and 
defining its Constitution were concerned it 
was a necessary consequence of the creation 
of the Free State and the transference of the 
powers and obligations of government from 
the British Government first to the Pro- 
visional Government and then to the Legis- 
lature of the Free State: that all such 
liabilities as those in question should be trans- 
ferred, and that general words were to be 
found in the Acts of Parliament and the 
Orders in Council giving effect to the transfer. 

APPEAL ALLOWED. 

On the other hand, it was contended for the 
suppliants that, whatever the atrangements 
between the two Governments might be as to 
which of them should ultimately provide the 
money necessary to discharge the liability to 
the suppliants, there was nothing in either 
the Acts of Parliament or the Orders in 
Council depriving the suppliants of their right 
to insist that the agreements made by them 
with the officials of the Board of Trade were 
subsisting agreements with a department of 
the British Government and enforceable by the 
appropriate machinery of a petition of right. A 
careful examination of these Acts of Parlia- 
ment and Orders in Council had satisfied him 
that the suppliants’ contention was correct. The 
appeal must be allowed, with costs, and a 
declaration ranted limiting the payments to 
payments which would become due when the 
work covered by the agreements was actually 
completed in accordance with their terms. 

Lords Justices Warrington and Scrutton 


concurred.

ALLEGED RAIDER SENT 
FOR TRIAL.

CLERK’S BATTLE WITH

At a Special Court in Cork yesterday, John 
O'Neill, alias David Jordan, of Rocksavage, 
soap orem gr Op Me returned for trial, 
in cus a with attempting on April 
8 to rob Provincial Bank at Coburg rosin 
and with attempting to murder one of the 
bank's officials. 

Civic Guard Neary deposed that at 2.50 
p.m. on the 8th instant while on duty at the 
corner of Bridge street his attention was at- 
tracted by a man signalling to him. The wit- 
ness knew this man to be an official of the 

rovincial Bank, and in consequence of what 
he said to him he immediately ran to the 
bank, where he saw Mr. Davis, a bank official, 
standing behind a counter, with the accused 
beside him. 

Mr. Davis had an automatic pistol (now 
produced) in his hand, and he shouted to the 
witness, ' This is the robber/’’ indicating the 
accused. He also told the witness that he had 
wrenched the revolver out of the accused's 
hand during a struggle. 

The witness then placed the accused under 
arrest, and telephoned for assistance. He 
searched the accused, on whom he found four 
.45 live cartridges (produced) and a “ring 

aper,’’ bearing the name of David Jordan. 

e revolver contained an empty shelj and 
four live cartridges of the same pattern as 
those found on the accused. 

On the following day the witness examined 
the bank premises, and found two bullet holes 
in the floor inside the counter and a third 
bullet hole in the side of the counter. 

Mr. Best, manager of the bank, stated that 
at 2.55 p.m. on the date in question a man 
entered the bank, and ordered the staff to put 
up their hands. That man was the prisoner 
in the dock. The accused produced from his 
hip pocket an automatic pistol, which the wit- 
ness recognised as the one produced in court. 
The three members. of the staff present then 
put up their hands, as also did the witness, 
whom the accused covered with the revolver. 

The witness, continuing, said that, on a 
favourable opportunity presenting itself, he 
suddenly darted into the residential part of 
the premises, locking the door which com- 
municated with the business section. He got 
his revolver, and went out to the street, 
where he saw Mr. Cross, a member of the 
staff, returning to the bank with Civic Guard 
Neary. He then entered the bank, where he 
saw Mr, Davis covering the accused with a re- 
volver. 

Mr. Davis, giving evidence, said that the 
accused, when he heard the door slam after 
the manager rushed out of the bank, vaulted 
the counter, and ran towards the back of the 
office exclaiming, ‘‘ Where has he gone?” 
Finding the communicating door locked he 
returned to where the witness stood, with the 
pistol thrust forward in his right hand. He 
seemed very excited and nervous, and sud- 
denly pointed the pistol at Mr. Cross, who 
was standing about, six feet to the left of the 
witness. 

Mr. Davis then sprang at the accused, grip- 
ping him by the right wrist and by the neck. 
Two shots went off, but the witenss would 
not swear that the accused dgliberately fired 
them. Later in the struggle another shot 
went off. Eventually the witness disarmed 


the accused.

FINES FOR FORBIDDEN 


PRESERVATIVES. 


In the Dublin Police Court yesterday, the 
Athea, Co. Limerick, Creamery Society was 
fined £10 for sending to Dublin milk con- 
taining boron compounds as a preservative, 
contrary to the provisions of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Milk Regulations, 1917. The 
Castlemahon Creamery Society was fined £15 
and the Ballinena Dairy Co., Ltd., Newcastle 
West, was fined £10 for similar offences. 

Fines of £1 each were imposed on 
erg 1 sate Moran, 104 Summerhill, Dublin, 
and John Kelly, 26 Coombe,.
